(2  The  type  from  1909 
to  1917  with  no  initials  on  either  obverse  or 
reverse.  <a>  The  type  from  1918  to  1953  with 
V.D.B.  appearing  in  minute  letters  on  the  trun¬ 
cation  of  Lincoln's  bust.  (4  A  steel  cent  of 

1943  from  one  of  the  mints.  (5)  A  cent  of 

1944  or  1945  made  from  the  alloy  of  discarded 
shell  cases.  (6.  T  he  type  struck  since  1958  with 
the  Lincoln  Memorial  reverse. 

To  add  still  further  completeness  to  your 
type  set.  include  in  the  above  six  cents  a  Proof 
specimen  and  at  least  one  specimen  from  each 
of  the  three  mints. 

How  do  you  distinguish  an  1802  half  cent 
with  the  reverse  of  1800? 

I  he  reverse  of  1800  variety  is  distinguished 
by  having  only  two  leaves  (one  on  each  side) 
where  the  branches  nearly  meet  at  the  top  of 
the  reverse.  The  more  often  found  variety  has 
three  leaves  .  .  .  one  on  the  left  and  two  on 
the  right,  as  used  until  1808.  A  specimen  of  the 
1802  reverse  of  1800  half  cent  is  very  difficult 
to  obtain  in  any  condition  approaching  Fine  or 
better.
